In the slidden death i>f Unde Ad 
Renshow, Wise county has lose one 
of her oldest and very best citizens. 
and he will Ik* greatly missed by all 
who knew him. For more than seven­ 
ty years he has lived among tis, re­ 
spected aud honored as few have been. 
His parents came to Texas when he 
was a sin a 11 boy and became pioneers 
of our frontier. 
His father was an 
eminent nhysician and a im tuber of 
the Tennessee legislature before mov­ 
ing to Texas, and lived as a neighbor 
to President Lincoln in Kentucky on 
an adjoining farm, and often told of 
seeing the great president .split rails. 
It was my privilege to have known 
Intimately Uncle Ad for more than 
fifty years, aud I never knew a ladler 
man. or one possessed of a finer char­ 
acter. 
His was an interesting and 
unique 
character—none 
other 
like 
him. and in many ways he was one 
of the most remarkable men I ever 
knew. 
His faults were very few. if 
any, 
and 
bis 
many 
virtues 
were 
charming 
aud 
lovable. 
The Bible 
says: “He that coutrolleth his spirits 
is greater than be that taketh a city.” 
If there ever was ti man who had 
complete control of himself, it was 
Uncle Ad. 
No man ever heard him 
use profane, indecent or harsh words. 
In tin* heat of political arguement, 
when others became excited, he, though 
of a nervous nature, never sit any 
time used language that was not fair 
and chaste and always void of anger 
or harshness. 
He was always firm in his <*onvic- 
lions and one of the first to speak 
for justice and right, and in his con­ 
ception of what was best for all the 
people. 
We did not have to inquire 
how he stood on great moral and poli­ 
tical questions. 
No show of ostenta­ 
tion about him. he blew no horns, nor 
made any false noises. - He was sin­ 
cere' and true to himself and his God 
and, 'therefore, he could not be false 
to any man. 
Ile was bumble and un­ 
selfish, always trying to help others, 
but never asked for favors, a conse­ 
crated 
Christian, 
though lie 
never 
nuide any effort to 'convince Other 
that he was better or more coiwecrat 
ed thai} they. 
Tile splendid and glo­ 


rio u s life he lived should and will b. 
an e x a m p l e for all of us to follow: so 
pure in deed, so pure in thought thaf 


no one ever condemned him. 
And it 
“tin* pure in heart shall see God," he 
now sees Him face to faee. 
Though 
age had crept upon him and dimmed 
his eyesight, yet his mind was ileal’, 
bright and alert. 
Though lime had 
withered his hair, yet it was found in 
the way of righteousness and was. 
therefore, "a crown of glory.” 
I am writing lids Ins'ause I knew 
him as few men knew him. 
He al­ 
ways helix*! me without ever asking 
help for himself. 
When I return to 
Decatur, my home, as I love to do. 
my first desire has always been to 
see Uncle Ad and bear him talk. 
I 
and others shall miss him for he is 
gone from 
us. 
Hut 
that 
contrite 
spirit, that charming personality, and 
tlint admirable character has reflect­ 
ed itself on the lives of others and 
that influence for good here on this 
earth is immortal.

of the Union Industrial Bank. 
More to the irnint in his own esti­ 
mation because only a few hours be­ 
fore a group of junior executives of 
the hank had admitted to him and 
other officers of the institution that 
they had been si>ecu!ating in the stock 
m arket—and lost. 
The shortage was 
ar 
least $.soo,(HH>: 
probably ii

more. 
So Mott transferral $1 .imhUkhi im­ 
mediately 
to 
the bank. 
Later he 
turned over more cash, and when ii 
became known thai the shortage would 
gross $3,052,000 he added another $1.- 
500,000. until hi* had matched, dollar 
for dollar, the entire sum that had 
been misused by the junior exigent ices.

as head of the Weston-Mott Company.

Instead of giving up, Mott 
converted his plant into the produc­ 
tion of automobile axles and weather­ 
ed the storm. 
Came another crisis in BRO, when 
an order for axles for General Motors 
aggregating more than $1 000:000 sud­ 
denly beearno a liability when Gen­ 
eral Motors suspended G yrations. 
This crisis, 
too. was successfully 
passed, and after Mott had paid all 
the hills his salary was increased 
from $2,500 to $25,000. 
He resigned 
lh ' position shortly afterw ard to be­ 
rim e mayor of Flint a t $800 ti year.
